Health-care 
sign-ups 
down only 
slightly

More than 233,000 Ohio- 
ans signed up for health 
insurance under the Afford- 
able Care Act during the 
open-enrollment period for 
2018 that ended last week. 

That was down slightly 
from the 239,000 who signed 
up last year, when the enroll- 
ment period was twice as 
long and 10 times more was 
spent on advertising and 
outreach. 

Nationwide, 8.8 million 
Americans chose a plan by the 
Dec. 15 deadline, according to 
federal officials, a bit behind 
the 9.2 million who signed up 
for coverage for 2017. 

The data provided Thurs - 
day by the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid Ser- 
vices represent enrollment 
only in the 39 states that 
use the federal health-care 
marketplace —HealthCare. 
gov — to sign up for cover- 
age. The remaining states and 
the District of Columbia run 
their own health exchanges, 
many which have extended 
deadlines. 

The enrollment numbers 
beat the expectations of 
many. 

“This is fabulous,” said 
Lisa Hamler-Fugitt, execu- 
tive director of the Ohio 
Association of Foodbanks, 
which has helped people sign 
up for coverage. 
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
